Interview  with  Tim  Murray  Representing  the  Art  Department 
in  the  Sims  Art  Center

Tim  Murray  was  the  first  art 
professor  at  Brevard  College.  He 
has  been  teaching  here  for  35 
years.  Although  he  was  the  only 
art  professor  for  a  number  of 
years,  there  are  now  eight  art 
professors  specialized  in  teaching 
ten  areas  of  emphasis,  art  histor}', 
and  art  appreciation. 
Drawing,  painting,  photography, 
1971        ceramics,  life  drawing,  print 
making,  sculpture,  2-D  and  3-D  design,  and  graphic  design 
are  the  courses  offered.  Art  appreciation  is  open  to  all  non-art 
majors.  The  art  history  class  is  a  requirement  for  all  art  majors. 
Anne  Chapin  teaches  the  art  appreciation  and  art  histor)- 
classes.  Her  interest  is  strong  in  ancient  art,  especially  Minoan 
art.  Tim  Murray  teaches  drawing,  2-D  and  3-D  design  and 
sculpture.  Bill  Byers  instructs  photography  and  painting.  Mike 
Lyda  is  the  ceramics  teacher.  MoUie  Doctrow  instructs  the 
print  making  and  graphic  design  classes.  Jo  Pumphrey 
specializes  in  the  medium  of  painting.  Dixon  Bradv  also 
instructs  drawing  and  painting. 

With  a  grateful  chuckle  and  twinkle  in  his  eyes,  Tim  Murray 
credits  Cathy  Dorner  as  being  the  individual  who  makes  the 
greatest  contribution  to  the  art  department.  He  claims  that 
she  holds  all  of  the  wheels  together,  going  so  far  as  to  state  that 
"she  keeps  us  (the  art  professors)  all  sane"!  Not  knowing  who 
this  Renaissance  woman  was,  I  inquired  as  to  her  role  in  the 
art  department.  "Oh,  she  is  the  secretary,"  Murray  answered 
with  an  admiring  tone.  It  was  obvious  to  me  that  Cathy 
Dorner  is  an  asset  to  the  artistic  professors  who  struggle  to 


keep  organized.    -^ 

There  are  approximately  8-10  art  shows  in  Spiers  Gallery 
each  academic  year.  Thus,  there  are  4-8  visiting  artists  within 
that  time  period.  There  is  an  annual  student  exhibit  open  to 
all  students  (majors  and  non-majors)  who  have  taken  an  art 
class  that  year.  For  the  third  consecutive  year,  an  exhibit  of 
senior's  work  is  opened  at  the  end  of  the  spring  semester.  One 
of  the  highly  esteemed  exhibits  was  Architecture  as 
Environment.  This  was  an  exhibit  "examining  the  practice  of 
architecture  and  its  shaping  of  environment".  Dean  Almy, 
John  Rogers  and  Jim  Samsel  were  the  contributing  architects. 
One  of  the  exhibits  was  displayed  in  the  Paul  Porter  Center.  It 

consisted  of 
expressionistic 
landscapes  in  charcoal 
by  Michael  Voors.  Two 
dynamic  ladies  known 
as  the  Integrated  Arts 
Tornado  conducted 
several  art  workshops, 
n\o  of  them  open  to 
music  majors.  Their 
methods  combined  the 
arts  of  drama,  music 
and  visual  art. 

Juries  are  required  for 
all  art  majors  as  final 
evaluations  of  their  work  for  that  semester.  Students  present 
three  works  from  each  class  to  be  critiqued  by  two  or  three  art 
professors.  The  evaluations  are  honest—encouraging  the 
student's  mastery  and  skill  in  their  art  field,  or  the  student's 
work  is  marked  as  a  poor  representation  of  what  was  taught. 
To  receive  a  more  personal  profile  of  Tim  Murray,  I  asked 
him  why,  if  he  paints  aW  draws,  he  has  chosen  to  instruct  the 
drawing  class.  He  believes  that  painting  can  be  an  extremely 
personal  interpretation;  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  be 
understood.  Drawing  is  his  "first  love".  He  explained  that 
drawing  is  a  way  of  expressing  information— a  usual 
implement  to  express  something.  Also,  drawing  can  be  used  to 
create  studies  for  sculpture,  thus  reaching  into  other  realms  of 
dimension.  1  asked  that  he  create  a  quote  that  best  represented 
him.  I  was  pleased  with  the  answer,  finding  it  personal  and 
relating  to  artists  in  general: 

"Being  profound  is  very  difficult  -  I  would  rather 
be  an  artist."

Construction  for  the  Porter  Center,  a  dream  in  the  mailing,  has  been  completed  with  the  help  of  generous  donations  from  Paul 
and  Margaret  Porter  and  hundreds  oi  other  contributions  to  Brevard  College.  The  Porter  Center  hosts  a  vast  number  ot 
specialized  venues  including:  the  Concert  Hall,  the  Institute  tor  Sacred  Music,  the  Amphitheater,  the  Commons,  the  Mezzanine 
Gallery,  the  Morrison  Playhouse,  the  green  room,  the  voice  studios,  the  recording  studio,  the  concert  grand  piano,  surrounding 
gardens  and  the  future  organ. 

Providing  intimate  seating  for  740  attendees,  the  Concert  Hall  harbors  a  large  concert  stage  for  music  and  dance  performances 
from  world-renowned  artists  as  well  as  the  talented  faculty  and  student  ensembles,  concerts  by  the  Brevard  Chamber  Orchestra,  opera 
workshops,  town  hall  meetings,  and  other  events. 

The  Institute  for  Sacred  Music  houses  the  college's  voice,  choral,  and  sacred  music  programs,  with  three  state-of-the-art  voice 
studios  and  an  1800-square-foot  pre-performance 
and  rehearsal  space  for  choral  music,  dance,  and 
scholarly  meetings.  It  is  the  holding  for  the  college's 
Institute  for  Sacred  Music,  which  sponsors  concerts, 
choral  workshops,  and  seminars  for  church 
professionals  and  provides  a  training  ground  tor 
young  musicians  called  to  a  vocation  in  church 
music. 

On  the  western  side  of  the  Porter  Center  off  the 
Commons,  a  large  stage  rises  above  a  generous 
amphitheater  terraced  with  stone  and  grass,  with 
casual  seating  for  up  to  1000  people.  This  is  an  ideal 
setting  for  spring  ,  summer,  and  fall  performances. 

A  large  2100-square-foot  meeting  area  makes  up 
the  Commons  in  the  academic  wing  of  the  Porter 
Center.  It  is  designed  for  daily  informal  interaction 


among  students,  faculty  and  townspeople,  as  well  as  formal  dinners 
receptions.  The  Commons  may  be  rented  by  outside  groups. 

With  64  feet  of  display  area.  The  Mezzanine  Gallery  is  becoming  a 
favored  site  for  shows  of  distinguished  art  and  photography. 

The  2500-square-foot  black  box  theater  of  the  Morrison  Playhouse 
seats  up  to  1  50.  It  also  is  available  for  rent  by  outside  companies. 

The  Francis  Pavilion,  topped  by  a  classically  proportioned  dome,  is 
already  being  booked  for  corporate  receptions  as  well  as  small  chamber 
mll^ic  performances.
